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Hayakawa attacks GOP: 
‘Not enough minorities’

It was a grand ole time for 
the Grand Ole Party 

The only things missing at 
the annual dinner honoring 
Abraham Lincoln were the 
orange victory balloons and 
perhaps a Dick Nixon or two. 

After two hours of cocktails 
and dinner at the El Rancho 
Hotel Wednesday, former SF 
State President SI. 
Hayakawa told local 
Republicans that the G.O.P 
was not making enough of an 
effort to attract minorities to 
the party. 

For the first time in his- 
tory a majority of Blacks are 
in the middle class. Blacks are 
already there—socio- 
economically and in terms of 
income and education—but 
you haven't recruited them 
yet... miss the Blacks 
here—why, there's not even 
any Negroes around,’ he 
quipped. 

‘‘And where are the Orien- 
tals and Chicanos?"’ he asked. 
“Why didn’t you invite 
Chicanos here, instead of 
Cesar Chavez getting them 
all...I keep going to 
Republican dinners and all I 
see are middle-aged whites, 
and I'm tired of that.”’ 

Noting that the only 
Chinese present were another 
couple, Hayakawa _ added, 
“We're fully acculturated in 
this society—we're bananas, 
yellow on the outside and 
white on the inside.”’ 

Hayakawa, speaking at a 
podium amidst American 
flags and pictures of Lincoln, 
pointed out that his brother-in- 
law had married Svetlena 
Stalin, the daughter of the ex- 
Soviet premier, and recently 
had a baby. 

‘Believe me, it’s not easy to 
become the uncle of Stalin’s 
grandchild."’ But,’’ he joked, 
‘by long work and _ per- 
sistance, you can make it.”’ 


Hayakawa quoting 
Svetlena. said, ‘‘Women here 
do not realize how liberated 
they. are...On the balance 
American women are a lot 
better off than in the Soviet 
Union.” 

In Russia, he said, most 
people live in apartments and 
must share the same 
bathroom with other families 
Just imagine trying to keep a 


baby clean without hot 
water...and, without 
Pampers! "’ 

Hayakawa, a well-known 
semanticist, emphasized 


party unity by saying, ‘‘When 
you get a party based on 
ideology, rather than party 
coalition, you can count on go- 
ing down in defeat in the next 
election... You must form a 
coalition—get elected—then 
we can work out our 
differences. The most im- 
portant thing is to win elec- 
tions...by forming coalitions 
across ideological 
differences.” 

A Democrat-turned-Reb- 
pulican, Hayakawa jokingly 
mentioned new Democratic 
Governor Jerry Brown, by 
quoting Lincoln, ‘‘...No ad- 
ministration can seriously in- 
jure the government in the 
short space of four years.” 

Hayakawa said, ‘‘Conser- 
vaties used to be the ones that 
lenged for the past. Now, 
things are changed 
around...Life today, contrary 
to those who feel we are in a 
state of disaster, is enor- 
mously improved over the old 
days...We survived the 
resignation of a vice-president 
and a president and the 
system has gone on despite 
n.” 

So, from Abe Lincoln to 
Watergate and from sea to 
shining sea, the Republican 
Party lives on as gloriously as 
ever, it seems. 

At least, that is, on a rainy 
Wednesday evening in West 
Sacramento.

Student apathy was the 
reason for yesterday's student 
senate defeat for more voting 
booths for next week's student 
senate elections 


A.S. Senators voted down a 
request from the AS election 
committee for over $2,000 to 
pay for upcoming campus 
elections. The money would 
have provided 15 voting booths 
in various locations on cam- 
pus 


Only 10-13 percent of the 
18,000 CSUS student body are 
expected to cast ballots 
Based on these statistics, only 
half of the requested monies 
were approved, which would 
pay for six booths. The 
senators felt that until more 
student participation was 
shown on election day, less 
money would be granted to 
maintain polls. 


One senator said, 
“Students just don’t give a 
damn about the elections, so 
why should we waste the 
money.”’ 

During the senate meeting, 
the AS election committee re- 
quested volunteers to help on 
the two election days next 
week. Volunteers are needed 
on Wednesday and Thursday, 
Feb. 18 and 19 to help officiate 
at voting booths. 


The senate also approved 
during the meeting the ap- 
pointment of Dale Hytholt as 
the new director of radio 
station KEG. 

Funds were granted for a 
Jerome Waldie and Dr. Nelson 
Polsby debate on the subject 
of the revolution in the power 
structure of congress. It was 
felt that this would provide a 
lively discussion for the 
student body. 


Senators also gave their ap- 
proval for the go-ahead for 
Senate Bill No. 10 which would 
create a new executive board 
for public relations. The board 
will be created when AS 
president Terry Frost signs 
the proposed bill. 


concerning the use of alcoholic 
beverages on campus 

The resolution passed by 
the Faculty Senate. en- 
compasses the issue of the sale 
of alcoholic beverages on 
campus, which requires a 
decision of the Board of 
Trustees. The resolution was 
passed after much attempted 


clarification of what the 
resolution said 

Irwin Kelly from. the 
economics department 


referred to allegations that 
“people are told (im the 
Student Advising Center) to 
stay away from certain 
members in our department 
because they are too dif 
ficult.”’ He objected that there 
was no reference, either con- 
firming or denying the 
allegation 

Joe Morrow, vice-chair. 
referred to criticism of the 
Student Advising Center from 
some ot the local junior 
colleges about the advice 
received by those transferring 


to CSUS. There were no 
references to the criticisms or 
the replies in the report 

Barbara O'Conner, com- 
munications studies, said the 
report's recommendations 
that ‘sufficient faculty and 
administrative positions be 
generated from existing per- 
sonnel‘ did not indicate where 
the positions would come 
from, instructional or = ad- 
ministrative 


The nomination of George 
Parrott, psychology, as 
faculty representative on the 
Student Senate was postponed 
when Parrott indicated that he 
did not know just what his 
duties would be 

Baqu Zaidi. chair, of the 
Faculty Senate, indicated his 
optimism after a meeting with 
President Bond on the ques- 
tion of unspent money for 
promotions. “I always come 
out with a very good feeling 
after meeting with the 
President,’ he said 


Boycott strategy session 


The Farmworkers’ Boycott 
will be discussed at a Sac- 
ramento Boycott Committee 
meeting preceding a door-to- 
door informational campaign 
tomorrow. The open meeting 
and subsequent precinct can- 
vassing will begin at lla.m. at 
Newman Center. 


Similar actions in other 
parts of the state proved quite 
effective in raising com- 
munity support for the boycott 
of grapes, head lettuce, and 
Gallo wine. 

After the meeting, 
members of the committee 
will spread out through 
residential neighborhoods, as- 
king people to support the 
boycott and to display the 
United Farmworkers window 
sign reading, ‘‘We Boycott 
Grapes and Gallo Wine.”’ 


According to the com- 
mittee, nationwide sales 
figures and feedback from 
retailers show that sales of 
Gallo and other boycotted 
products are declining 
steadily in response to grow- 
ing community awareness. 

In the Sacramento area, 
several stores have decreased 
their stock of Gallo and one, 
Real Foods at 15th and Q Sts., 
has agreed to carry UF W let- 
tuce. (The CSUS cafeteria also 
uses only UF'W lettuce). 


At 3 p.m. the same day, 
there will be a general meet- 
ing at the Newman Center for 
everyone interested in par- 
ticipating in the ‘“‘March on 
Gallo” on Saturday, March 1. 
On that day, Sacramentans 


will join tne giant rally at the 
Gallo Mansion in Modesto, 
organized by the UFW and its 
supporters to dramatize their 
demand for union elections in 
California's fields 

In addition to the 2000 mar- 
chers arriving on foot from the 
bay area, the rally willinclude 
striking farmworkers and 
supporters from all over 
California, and car caravans 
from as far away as 
Washington, D.C. Several 
speakers, including folksinger 
Joan Baez, will also be 
present

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Faculty -student rift

Many facuity members 
have complained lately about 
the ‘rift’ between student and 
faculty representatives. 

Faculty members say the 
university administration is 
largely responsible for the 
“rift’’ because the ad- 
ministration has taken ad- 
vantage of a lapse in student- 
faculty cooperation 

While that may be true in 
part, the real problem lies 
with the faculty themselves 

The faculty allows 
themselves to be represented 
by some colleagues who have 
an arrogant contempt for 
Students in positions of 
authority. In turn student 
representatives perpetuate 
the sterotype they perceive to 
be the typical example of all 
faculty 

Thus, such comments as 
“the (meaning faculty) can all 
go straight to hell,’ are not un- 
common by student leaders 

Also, part of the problem in- 
volves the present faculty 
senate. To date, the senate has 
not made a sincere attempt to 
appoint a permanent faculty 
representative to the student 
senate. By the time the faculty 
senate got around to ap- 
pointing an official represen- 
tative last semester, the 
semester was already over 
and the individual had gone on 
sabbatical leave A 
replacement hasn't been ap 
pointed yet 

The Faculty shouldn't com- 
plain about a faculty-student 


““rift’’ when they are reluctant 
to even appoint a represen- 
tative to student senate 
meetings. Nor should they 
criticize university  ad- 
munistrators for taking ad- 
vantage of the lack of student- 
faculty cooperation. 

Why should Norm Better. 
the dean of students and of- 
ficial administrative 
representative at student 
senate meetings, be blamed 
for being friendly and 
cooperative with student 
representatives? After all, it's 
human nature for most 
people. Can Better help it if he 
is rarely absent from student 
senate meetings? 

No, the basic question is one 
of acceptance. Faculty must 
first accept their res- 
ponsibility to communicate 
with students before they can 
expect or receive any support. 

Faculty cannot assume 
that student interests are 
necessarily in agreement with 
their interests. Most students 
interests never have been to 
any large extend. and 
probably never will be 

What faculty can do is to ap- 
proach each issue with res- 
ponsibility and foresight 
They should make attempts to 
gauge response and seek input 


from students while con- 
sidering issues 
Before denouncing 


unilateral action by students, 
faculty should take a close 
look at their own actions of 
late. After all. doesn't 
collegiality demand a 
couperative and coordinated 
effort”

The latter is decisive. No 
amount of altruistic tenden- 
cies (or avarice) will motivate 
someone to acquire sufficient 
expertise in a field to be an 


effective teacher, only a 
tremendous interest in the 
subject matter. That is a 


selfish motive, the sort that 
moves a person to read and 
study everything he can get 
his hands on about a certain 
area. 

Further, it leads to a strong 
desire to share his knowledge 
with an appreciative

(ZNS) A brand new Jimi 
Hendrix album—much of it 
never before released— will be 
put out by Warner Brothers 
early next month. 

The new album is entitled 
“Crash Landing.’ Most of the 
cuts on the album were dug up 
by Alan Douglas, a producer 
who worked with Jimi prior to 
his death. 

Douglas and other Hendrix 
associates combed through 
hundreds of hours of Jimi's 
tapes which were recorded 
during private rehearsals and 
jamm sessions at New York's 
Record Plant and Jimi's own 
Electric Ladyland Studios. 

Although some of the 
newly-discovered tunes 
feature not only Hendrix, but 
Eric Clapton and Stephen 
Stills as well, other big names 
will not be included on ‘‘Crash 
Landing.”’ 

Instead, Douglas has taken 
old Hendrix tracks and mixed 
them with instrumentals by a 
back-up group to produce 
what Douglas says is a real 
Hendrix sound.

which most people don’t think 
about. For instance, have you 
ever noticed: (1) ‘‘On the es- 
calator, that the handrail 
moves just a little bit faster 
than the thing you're standing 
on®”’ (2) ‘‘That all frozen peas 
are the SAME SIZE? There 
are no really LARGE frozen 
peas.”’ (3) “Have you ever 
STARTED a path? No one 
really bothers to start a path! 
We don't mind using the one 


that's there...’ Or my 
favorite: “If you're a discus 
thrower, and you practice 


alone. YOU GOTTA GO GET 
IT YOURSELF! "’ 

The title ‘Toledo Window 
Box"’ derives its name from a 
type of reefer that he was 
turned onto in his adolescent 
years, probably by some sus- 
picious-looking character. In- 
cluded in a cut about certain 
““‘drugs:”’ Carlin flatly states 
that (listen up America) 
‘‘Beer leads to heroin, there's 
no question about it...in fact, 
mother’s milk leads to 
everything LSD, DMT. 
STP...(picture a headline as 
he puts on his authoritarian 
disguise) MOTHER’A MILK 
LEADS TO CANNABINOL'” 

On the marijuana dec- 
riminalization issue (the bill 
passed the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, by the way) he 
hypothesizes that one of the 
problems it’s been having is 
that no one can remember 
where they left the petitions. 
And quite matter-of-factly, a 
redeeming quality he has, he 
States that ‘“‘man has been 
looking to get high since...the 
dawn of time. The first guy 
probably said ‘this can't be it’ 
except they noticed the goats 
eating the stuff, frolicking 
about and staying up all 
night.”’ 


OK, so off the weed and on 
to bigger and better things. He 


was undecided on whether the 
story of Snow White and Com- 
pany was about coke or 
smack. But, he says, “It can’t 
be smack — too much 
housework to do with those 
seven little devils running 
around. It had to be a little 
somethin’ for the nose, 
something to make you want 
to go out and...wash the 
garage.” 

If you ever wondered about 
the seven dwarfs (well?) 
here's a possible answer: 
“Each of them had their 
different trips. Happy was into 
grass and grass alone. Oc- 
casionally some hash, for 
holidays or special occasions. 
Sleepy was into reds. Grum- 
py? Too much speed. Sneezy 
was a full-blown coke freak. 


Doc was the connection. 
Dopey was into 
EVERYTHING—any old 
orifice will do. And 


Bashful—he didn't use drugs, 
he was paranoid on his own.” 

The aforementioned starts 
out a section on nursery 
rhymes. Consider, if you will, 


Mary, Mary, quite contrary 
How does your garden grow? 
Silver bells and cockel shells 
And an acre and a half of 
KILLER SHIT! 


Of course, one must be in 
the ‘‘right’’ frame of mind 
when listening to this album, 
as with George Carlin’s 
previous ones; otherwise his 
Statements, profound 
revelations and assorted bits 
of wisdom will sound pretty 
corny, albeit. 

I'm sure George intended 
his albums to be listened to 
when they could be fully ap- 
preciated. So, the next ques- 
tion is: What isthe right frame 
of mind? Whatever gets you 
off. I imagine.

the breakthroughs we're 
always being promised, but 
that there really has been little 


if any progress in cancer 
treatment since the mid- 
1950's. He did find con- 


siderable improvement in the 
death rates between !940 and 
1%5. attributable not to 
cancer cures, however, but to 
patients surviving cancer 
operations that previously 
killed them 


The Greatest Promise 


What they do hold out hope 
for is cancer prevention. The 
greatest promise hes not in 
curing the disease, but in mak 
ing sure people don't get it 
Instead of big X-ray guns we 
should be looking at 
cigarettes. drinking water 
food additives, air and nut 
rition in general. According to 
Greenberg. the amount of 


money being spent on nut 
ritional research is ‘‘clese to 
nil 


The idea of 
medicine is 
American. It means 


preventive 
faintly un 
first of 


all, recognizing the enemy is 
us. and that we have to give up 
the idea that we can abuse 
ourselves and expect the doc 
tors to put us back together 
when we have. It also means a 
diffe-ent sort of practice of 
medicine, one in which the 
physician doesn't play the rol 
of hero. Finally. of course 
preventive medicine isn't 
gimmicky. aggressive or luc 
rative to the hospital, drug and 
medical equipment in 
dustries 


The times still aren't ready 
for such ideus. Congress is 
aching to pass a national! 
health bill which will en 
courage yet more “heroic 
cancer therapy. The Ad- 
ministration still thinks that 
clean water and air is a plot 
against the free enterprise 
system and would rather put 
the dough in bombers 


So pray that Dr 
Miraculous will find the 
cancer cure, and phone in your 
pledges to all medical 
telethons

Just that the ax falls entirely 
on those recently hired while 
there is deadweight at every 
level of seniority of the 
tenured faculty 

The problem ts further (and 
unnecessarily) complicated 
by an administration using 
every effort to cause = an- 
tagonism between the 
students and the faculty: ie 
flattery, taking the student 
government's side in petty dis- 
putes with the Faculty Senate 
(but not on important issues 
like parking), and other 
manipulative methods 

The idea that students are 
the only ones to be considered 
that the wishes and desires of 
the faculty are irrelevant 
effectively precludes rational 
discussion of the problems 
It precludes making. dis- 
tinctions between motivated 
and unmotivated professors
